Nota, When this Summods of Roup and Sale is execute, called, and 
with the Gronnds ſeen and returned, and comes in by the conrſe of the 
Roll, the Debate will ariſe whether there be ground for a Roup and Sale, 
or not, the Heretor pretending that he is not Bankrupt, that the Creditors 
are not in Poſſeſſion, #nd that the intrinſick Value of the Eſtate, far ex- 
ceeds the Debts, and probably may endeavour to caſt the Executions upon 
Nullities therein, and at times may alledge, that all Parties concerned 
are n#t' called and condeſcend and the like, and upon the other hand, 
the Purſuer will endeavour to take off all them pretences, and by clearer 
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Evidences convince the Lords of the TuTice and neceſſity of a Roup ad 
Sale, and as the Lords find, ſo they appoint the Sale or not, and if they 


find Ground for a Roup and Sale, they grant Diligence to the Purſuer i,

bound to the perſon of Quality, ſo they were bound to an another as to their

There be at times, an Contratt of Marriage betwixt an Lady of Honour a Liferen- 
trix of a conſiderable Proviſion a year, and an Nebleman at the time, under Incum- 
brances: ( not without Hope of Reccvery as to bis State and Condition in a World ) 
and the Lady having Aﬀettion for him #tept over them Difficulties ; but in the mean 
time, and to guard againſt theſe Inconveniencies in the Contratt reſerved yer ex- 

reflum, to , ſelf the whole Dominion and Power of her fointure, and what el[- 
Ld to her, with Power to her to diſpoſe thereof at her pleaſure, alſ well during 
the Wedlock as afterwards, ( ſhould ſhe ſurvive ) and exclude the Husbands jus mari- 
ti and all bs Creditors, and he upon the other part diſcharged the ſame, and all In- 
tereſts not only jure mariti, but of the Law to which he might pretend Right in 
ber fawvurs perſonally, and with Power to her by her ſelf, alone ( and without his 
Conſent ) to diſpoſe thereof, and to ſet and raiſe Tennents, uſe Warnings, Grant 
Tacks for what ſpace aud years, and 10 whom, and for whot Tack-duty, Cuſtom

And for the better 
Obſeryance of this my Will and Appointment, andObſervation of my Religious In- 
tention in the Foundation foreſaid, I Nominat and Appoint the Arch-Biſhop of G 
( for the time being ) where the ſaid Hofpical is Founded, to be Overſeer of this" 
my Foundation, committing to him the Care and Inſpe&ion thereof: And that the 
Patrons, Fide-commiſſaries, and Truſtees aforeſaid, do their Duties therein, and re- 
queſts them, ( as their Aﬀairs or Occaſjons will permit ) and when their Afairs 
will not allow, to Delegat two Godlie and Pious Men of the.

Biſhop, to Ele, Nominat,and Appoint new Patrons, Truſtees,and Fide-commiſaaries, 
( obſerving always my ſaid Will, Appointment, Orders, Rules and Conſtitutions. } 
And becauſe the keeping and preſervation of the Writs and Evidents of the Lands 
and others mortified, is of great Moment and Import, and ſhould the ſame be loſt; 
 { or otherwiſe Abſtrafted ) were to render my Succeſſion miſerable, and failzieing 
Succeſlion, clearlie Suppreſs and Irradicat this my Mortification and Foundation : 
Therefore, (and to obviat theſe Incon@niences ſo far as is poflible, ) I have 
drawn and ſubſcribed three Inventars of my faids Writs and Evidents, whereof I 
keep one with the Writs my ſelf, and have delivered an other to G. D. of S. Writer 
to his Majeſties Signet, and a third to --—— 2M. of B. as my faithful Friends, in 
whom I repoſe entire Truſt and Confidence, and the laſt two are Incloſed and Sea- 
led in two Papers: And in caſe of my Deceaſe, ( having Succeſſion of my own Bo. 
die ) I appoint and ordain my Charter-Cheſt, and Writs and Inventar therein, to 
be keeped be the ſaid G. D. of S. for the Uſe of my Children, and to be delivered 
to them and their Tutors and Curators, upon ſubſcribed Inventar bearing the Re-
